HEALTH  REPORT  FOR  1946. 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Health  Report 
for  the  year  1946,  this  being  the  twenty-fourth  presented 
by  me  as  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

The  population  of  the  District,  as  estimated  by  the 
Registrar-General  at  mid-year  was  30,560,  as  compared 
with  28,280  for  last  year. 

The  Birth  Rate  for  the  year  was  equal  to  19*6  per 
thousand  of  population,  as  compared  with  16T  last  year. 

A  small  increase  took  place  in  the  Death  Rate,  this  being 
12*4  per  thousand  of  population,  as  against  11*9  last  year. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  was  equal  to  26  per 
thousand  registered  births,  as  compared  with  15  last  year 
and  27  in  1944.  This  Rate  is  liable  to  fluctuate  owing  to 
the  small  numbers  involved. 

A  decrease  in  the  number  of  Certificates  of  Notification 
of  Infectious  Disease  took  place,  there  being  287  Certificates 
received  as  against  471  last  year.  The  decrease  is  mainly 
due  to  a  much  fewer  number  of  cases  of  Measles  being 

notified. 

In  presenting  this  Report,  I  desire  to  express  my  thanks 
for  the  help  and  assistance  I  have  received  from  the  Council 
and  its  Officers.  I  would  particularly  desire  to  place  on 
record  my  thanks  for  the  loyal  and  efficient  services 
rendered  by  all  members  of  the  Public  Health  Department.

Births. — During  the  year  600  Births  were  registered  as 
belonging  to  the  District,  of  which  number  322  were  males 
and  278  were  females.  This  is  equal  to  a  Birth  Rate  of 
19*6  per  thousand  of  population,  as  compared  with  16 T 
last  year. 

Deaths. — ^The  number  of  Deaths  registered  as  belonging 
to  the  District  was  380  (176  males  and  204  females).  This 
gives  a  Death  Rate  of  12*4  per  thousand  of  population, 
as  against  11-9  last  year. 

Infant  Deaths. — During  the  year  16  Deaths  were  regis¬ 
tered  as  occurring  in  Infants  under  one  year  of  age.  The 
Infantile  Mortality  Rate  was  equal  to  26  per  thousand 
registered  births,  as  compared  with  15  last  year.

CESSPOOL  EMPTYING. 

A  scheme  for  the  emptying  of  cesspools  was  put  into 
operation  in  February,  193G.  The  cesspool  contents  are 
disposed  of  by  spreading  over  farm  land  at  certain  selected 
points  (with  the  intensive  cultivation  of  land  the  number 
of  disposal  points  has  been  materiaily  reduced).  No  com¬ 
plaints  were  received  during  the  year  under  review. 
Military  and  other  occupation  of  premises  has  again  had  a 
considerable  effect  in  increasing  the  number  of  emptyings, 
and  it  has  again  been  necessary  for  an  appreciable  amount 
of  overtime  to  be  worked.  The  total  number  of  cesspools 
emptied  during  the  year  amounted  to  1,513,  an  increase  of 
51  over  the  preceding  year.

Approximately  89  per  cent,  of  the  dwelling-houses  are 
on  a  piped  supply  of  water  from  the  mains. 

Seven  houses  accommodating  21  persons  receive  water 
by  means  of  standpipes.

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REFUSE  AND  SALVAGE  COLLECTION. 


The  collection  of  house  refuse  and  salvage  is  carried  out 
by  direct  labour,  four  vehicles  being  employed.  The  re¬ 
conditioned  lorry  obtained  in  1941  is  still  in  use  for  salvage 
collection  and  also  as  an  emergency  collection  vehicle  if 
breakdowns  occur.  The  major  difficulties  again  experienced 
during  the  year  have  been  staff  replacements,  but  I  am 
pleased  to  report  that  a  decided  improvement  in  the  staff 
position  took  place  towards  the  end  of  the  year  under  review’ 
and  it  was  possible  to  replace  two  of  the  women  with  men. 

Salvage  collection  has  again  received  as  much  attention 
as  current  conditions  would  permit,  95  tons  of  general 
salvage  was  disposed  of,  the  approximate  receipts  being 
£596. 

It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  since  the  inception  of  the 
scheme  no  fewer  than  1,478  tons  have  been  collected  and 
the  receipts  for  the  sales  amounted  to  £6,027. 

A  further  vehicle  has  been  replaced  during  the  year, 
two  more  vehicles  are  on  order.
